Pulp Strainer. 





An improvement in pulp strainers or 
screens, intended to provide means by which 
the slots or interstices of the screen or dresser 
may be kept in proper condition to facilitate 
the passage through them of the paper pulp 
in the required state of division, is illustrated 
in the engravings. 

This apparatus consists of a vat in which a 
screen is supported combined witha ‘*‘ clearer” 
located below the screen and provided with 
bars, slats or wings to facilitate the passage of 
the pulp through the screen. 

Figure 1 in section shows a sufficient por- 
tion of a screen or dresser to enable the ar- 
rangement to be understood, the section being 
taken on line x x, Fig. 2; Fig. 2, a plan view 
of Fig. 1, but on a reduced scale ; and Fig. 3, 
a section of Fig. 2 on line y y, the scale being 
the same as in Fig. 1. 

The vat B, composed of wood or other suit- 
able material, and having its end a lower than 
its end a’ and sides a’, is divided by a parti- 
tion, a*, which is extended nearly to the bot- 
tom of the vat. At the inside of the par- 
tition a*, and at the end a’ and sides a? of the 
vat, are suitable shoulders, 4, for the support 
of a screen-plate, 4’ having usual slits, 2. 
Below the screen-plate 4’, and above the vat B, 
is the clearing device or clearer, D, consisting 
of a frame provided with bars, slats, or wings, 
ee’, shown as inclined in opposite directions, 
the clearer being of less width than the vat at 
its inner side, and having journals ¢*, which, 
extended through the framework of the vat, 
support the clearer above the bottom of the vat 
and close to the under side of the screen-plate, 
the clearer having a movement of reciproca- 
tion laterally in the vat below the screen-plate 
by means of a suitable crank or other device 
attached to the rod /. 

As the clearer is reciprocated below the 
screen, the bars, slats, or wings cause the air 
in the vat to be at times forced out through 
the slits, and at other times drive the air and 
pulp from above the screen into the vat, these 
air-currents acting to keep the slits in the 
screen-plate from clogging or becoming 
stopped up, the upper sides of the bars, slats, 
or wings just below the screen-plate, by acting 
upon any pulp hanging below the screen, also 
aiding in keeping the slits of the plate clear. 
The pulp,*after passing through the screen 

is carried by water through the port or 
mouth g. The port or mouth ¢g is provided 
witha gate, g’, attached to rods g’, one at each 
end of the gate, and having an arm, ¢*, pro- 
vided with a threaded opening, through which 
is passed a threaded spindle, g*, the rotation 
of the spindle in one direction raising the gate

g’, which travels in a guideway formed by the | 


plate or rod g° and the side a, thus decreasing 
the outflow of water and pulp, the rotation of 
the spindle in the opposite direction moving 
the gate down to open the mouth of port g, to 
permit the outflow of a larger quantity of wa- 
ter and pulp.

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Animal Sizing. 





It is well known that papers which are 
treated with animal size have a far greater de- 
gree of stiffness than those treated with vege- 
table glue. Blanche says about this: The 
stiffness of paper is materially increased if a 
little animal size is added to the vegetable 
glue just before the paper pulp is taken out of 
the cylinder. Miiller says that why vegetable 
glue gives less stiffness than animal size is 
explained because the vegetable glue hardens 
itself on the fibres of the paper and is not able 
to fully become absorbed by it. 

Thus it is, says this old manufacturer, that 
even unsized paper is stiffer than paper which 
is prepared with vegetable glue. 

Most paper is nevertheless prepared with 
resin glue, and for this reason, that the cost 
of same is not nearly as much as when animal 
size was used ; and, further, that the last offers 
too many difficulties in the making of paper by 
machinery. A. Leinhaas, of Berlin, has given 
to the Examining Institute paper that was 
treated with vegetable glue in making, and of 
which they had prepared also sheets that were 
once and sheets that were twice treated with 
animal size. 

To demonstrate the changes of properties 
caused by the different treatments, all three 
sorts of paper were examined as to their stiff- 
ness, and the following result was obtained 
(it is to be observed that the trial was made 
with strips that were each 180 millimetres 
long and 15 millimetres broad, and that. 

Retisch” tearing “spperate 
thrown away and not taken into c 
tion): The microscopic examination showed 
a composition of linen, cotton and hemp con- 
tained 1.5 per cent. ashes, and showed great 
resistance when an attempt was made to fold 
it.

Boiling and Bleaching Straw. 





If straw is boiled with an alkaline liquid 
under a high pressure, a brown lye is formed. 
In this lye are contained most of the coloring 
matters contained in straw, or what are formed 
by the process of boiling. If this lye is treated 
with strong acids, as, for instance, sulphuric 
or muriatic acid, a flaky, red-brown precipitate 
is obtained, while the liquid becomes of a 
clear, deep yellow color. This coloring mat- 
ter is, for the greater part, insoluble in water 
and acid liquids, but dissolves in a caustic lye 
of soda or in ammonia. Thecolor of the solu- 
tion is then deep brown. It is also soluble in 
proof alcohol. These properties prove that 
the coloring matters contained in straw are 
organic acids, which unite with bases and 
form salts, and can be separated from these 
compounds by strong inorganic acids. There- 
fore it is necessary that the lye shall be en- 
tirely washed out of the newly-boiled straw 
before (as is often done) acid is added and be- 
fore the boiled straw is subjected to the pro- 
cess of bleaching. 

It needs to be observed that the boiled straw 
lye acts entirely in the same way with free 
chlorine as with acids and a similar precipitate 
is formed, which is first altogether decomposed 
and discolored by the superflux chlorine. The 
erganic acids become free and are decom- 
posed by chlor. All depends here wpon the 
straw being properly washed after the boiling 
is done. The strong colored lye must be en- 
tirely abstracted, or in the bleaching process it 
will absorb chlorine and this imparts to the 
bleached straw a yellow or brownish color. 

Hoffman in his treatise states that this color 
can be destroyed by adding considerable more 
chlorine. Even after it is well boiled or washed, 
the straw is still of a yellowish, grayish color ; 
under the microscope it shows in a great many 
places, even inside, a yellow coloring matter, 
This matter is, of course, insoluble in water 
(or it would have been washed out), but it also 
remains unchanged when brought in contact 
with soda and acids, and even those great sol-

vents, benzine and alcohol, are powerless to act 
upon it. It can only be acted upon by means 
of preparations which develop oxygen; they 
give it either a deeper color or take all the 
color out of it. 

Free chlorine is the principal acting agent ; 
a milder action is obtained by chlorate potas- 
sium, nitric acid or superoxide of hydrogen. 
On a large scale is this demonstrated by the 
bleaching ; the straw becomes white, the 
coloring matter disappears, but not always for 
good, At least the possibility remains that 
they are only subjected to a temporary change 
instead of an entire destruction ; it remains 
possible that they remain wholly, or in part, 
insoluble and adhere to the fibres, and that at 
certain times, under favorable circumstances, 
they reappear. In reality the white color 
alone can remain when the straw is perfectly 
protected from the action of light or heat ; is 
this not the case, then very quickly a yellowish 
or brownish color appears. 

It is even possible to abstract coloring mat- 
ter from pure white bleached straw. If straw, 
that is washed well once, is treated with a so- 
lution of soda, very soon a yellow fluid forms 
itself, and if it is sufficiently concentrated it as- 
sumes a brown color. This gives a brown 
precipitate with acids, but with chlorine water 
it becomes colorless. I have found that these 
two colors are contained in this solution ; both 
are organic acids of which one is soluble in 
water and the other in alkalies and alcohol. I 
cannot tell whether these colors are identical 
with those in the first boiling. I would submit 
that they contain pectin and metapectin acids ; 
these acids are formed, according to the in- 
vestigations of Kolband Kurrer, by treating the 
rude flax threads with soda. 

We also observed the same formation of 
coloring matter when the straw was first 
bleached to a snowy whiteness by means of 
hydrogen superoxide. During the time this 
coloring is forming, the white straw takes a 
weak, red-gray color, as is proved by a min- 
ute washing. The stuff only becomes thor- 
oughly white by treatment with chlorine water, 
and retains its color, be it wet or dry, heated 
or subjected to the influence of light, as when 
treated anew with soda. In this case, conse- 
quently, the color forming is not only changed, 
but totally destroyed or taken away. Then 
there is no more danger of the straw turning 
yellow ; but to obtain this result it is neces- 
sary to first boil and wash it well; then to 
bleach it, then to treat it with acid, then to 
wash it again with soda, completely taking the 
lye out of it, and, lastly, bleaching it for the 
second time. In the second bleaching very 
ittle chlorine will be found sufficient. 

It is not at all improbable that another ele- 
ment will soon take the place of chlorine as a 
bleaching, agent. Itis not impossible, perhaps, 
to use hydrogen superoxide for the second 
bleaching because it makes the straw as white 
as snow, and is at present put in the market, 
dissolved in water, at a very reasonable price.

Hotyoxe, Mass., June 17, 1886. 

The story of the local paper trade this 
week is soon told. Business has undergone 
very little change, and although June and July 
are usually looked on as dull months the volume 
of business has kept up unusually well thus 
far. Most of the mills are busy on accumu- 
lated orders and new ones are coming in very 
well. Now and then complaints are heard 
from manufacturers located on small, uncer- 
tain streams of dull business, but none of the 
Holyoke mills have cause for fault-finding that 
I am aware of. I cannot tell now how well 
our water supply is likely to keep up this 
summer, but it seems as if the repairs on the 
dam made by the Holyoke Water Power Com- 
pany last season at an outlay of $100,000 
ought to count for something. There has been 
water enough and to spare thus far this season. 
I have heard of no large orders being placed 
this week, but small ones continue to come in 
with satisfactory regularity. There is a very 
good call for book papers at ruling prices, and 
in some cases there is pressure brought for 
quick delivery. News is moving very quietly 
and fine writings are holding their own. Ma- 
nillas are in fair demand and other grades arg 
moving fairly well. There is little change in 
the stock market and manufacturers are buy- 
ing sparingly. 

The paper-ruling establishment of Smith & 
Kellogg, in Bowers & Mosher’s building, was 
damaged by fire early this week. The fire 
originated on the floor above the firm, in 
the premises of Henry Thomas, lithographer, 
and the building was flooded with water. 
Smith & Kellogg had twenty-five cases of 
paper on hand, a part of which is owned by 
Carter, Rice & Co., of Boston, and this was 
nearly ruined. The ruling machines were also 
badly injured. The origin of the fire is 
thought to be spontaneous combustion. Smith 
& Kellogg’s loss is about $2,000 and Henry 
Thomas’ in the vicinity of $500, both of which 
are well covered by insurance.

The hearings before the Committee on 
Health relative to ‘‘rag disinfection” were 
closed yesterday (Tuesday), by the_ peti- 
tioners, Mr. Warren, their counsel, making a 
very exhaustive and complete argument in 
which he showed that the regulations enforced 
by the Boston Board of Health were, as he 
fitly termed it, a ‘‘ Paper Quarantine,” having 
its force displayed more in the actual issuance 
of the order than in its application or consis- 
tency. 

Counsel Warren questioned the legality of 
the order in question ; he cited the chairman 
of the board, who had stated that in his opinion 
there had been no rags as yet disinfected at this 
port; and showed also that while the regula- 
tions required the disinfection ‘to be done un- 
der the supervision of the Board of Health, 
the board for the greater part of the time had 
not been even represented at the disinfecting 
works—and yet al] that was done at those 
works veceived this board’s approval. The or- 
der required the detention of all vessels with 
infected cargoes at Quarantine, and yet none 
had been detained there, showing that the exe- 
cution of this order was entirely in favor -of 
**steam disinfection,” and two of the three 
members of the Board of Health were respon- 
sible for the whole business, interfering with 
the commercial interests of Boston without 
giving the dear public any protection, and 
forcing upon the paper trade an expensive 
system of disinfection which it has been proved 
did not disinfect. 

The arguments presented by counsel against 
the theory of danger from foreign rags were 
indisputable, and were supported by facts, 
not theories. No evidence had been given at 
the hearings to show that there was any ac- 
tual or real danger from foreign rags, while 
it had been conceded that the only probable 
danger was cholera. ‘Small-pox, by the ad- 
mission of the board, has its protection in 
vaccination, and, as to cholera, the system of 
carrying on the foreign rag business, in the 
assorting, grading and exposure to light and 
air and length of time before the rags reach 


| the mills of this country, was, is and always 


will be the reason why this country has not 
and will not suffer from cholera through the 
medium of foreign rags. This statement is 
founded upon facts, not theories—the facts be- 
ing that no evidence of cholera in this country 
can be traced to foreign rags, while the evi- 
dence of the leading sanitarians of this coun- 
try and Europe go to show that the exposure 
of rags to light and air is destructible to chol- 
era germs. 

When the scheme for disinfecting rags was 
devised some time back, then the great danger 
from foreign rags was discovered, and every 
possible means was used to inflame the public 
mind. Newspapers were filled with exagger- 
ated articles showing the ‘danger of cholera, 
these newspaper articles being traced to one 
common source, the supporters of steam disin- 
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fection, and all regulations were framed to 
The Board 
of Health, or certain members thereof, as has 


support the very same scheme. 


been admitted, also furnished the same style 
of inflammatory articles to the city press, 
though unsupported by facts. 

From what has been presented before this 
committee in the way of testimony the whole 
matter—steam disinfection and disinfecting 
regulations—may be classed as a ‘‘ colossal 
humbug,” one of the worst schemes ever con- 
cocted for the interference with a legitimate 
trade, out of which to make money by playing 
upon the fears of an unsuspecting public. 

There has certainly been some good work 
done at these hearings, and a large amount of 
authentic information has been brought out 
covering the whole subject. To those who 
have given their time to these hearings for the 
past three months that the matter might be 
properly presented, and their money to pay 
the expenses, the paper trade in general should 
extend thanks. There can be very little ques- 
tion, if the decision of the committee is based 
upon the evidence submitted, but that the rag 
and paper industries of the country will soon 
be relieved from the incubus of steam disin- 
fection, and the report of the committee will 
be waited for with much interest. 

The paper business from the dealers’ point 
of view is not of heavy magnitude just at pres- 
ent. While some buyers are daily encoun- 
tered they are not so busy but what they are 
willing to give a little extra time in trying 
to shade prices. 

In the paper-stock market no excitement of 
any kind is noted. The chemical market con- 
tinues quiet without change. Quotations re- 
main as reported last week. 

The receipt of chemicals for the week to date 
include 663 casks of bleaching powder, 400 
drums of caustic soda, 693 casks of soda ash, 
and 70 casks of refined alkali. 

Of paper stock, the imports for the same pe- 
riod of time comprise 229 bales of rags, 479 
bales of paper stock, 199 bales of paper waste, 
188 bales of old bagging, 88 bales and 85 coils 
of old rope. 

Miscellaneous receipts include 12 casks of 
Southern clay, 695 barrels of rosin, 106 bags 
of hide cuttings, and 3,820 bundles of wood 
pulp to Train, Smith & Co.

Facts adduced on the hearing before 
the Boston Committee on Health justify 
the position taken by stock importers 
and paper manufacturers relative to the 
disinfection of rags. -If sanitary precau- | 
tions can, with the assent of public 
officials, degenerate into the kind of farce | 
which seems to have been the feature of | 
the disinfecting business at Boston, there 
cannot but arise a suspicion of the 
incompetency, neglect or interested mo- 
tives of those who claim to be conserva- 
tors of the public health. 





EVERY once in a while we are treated 
to a surprise in the announcement of 
something “new,” which is at the same 
time devoid of novelty. This time it is 
the Moniteur de la Papeterie Francatse, 
which gives space to a long article de- 
scriptive of what it calls a“ new product,” 
and which, it says, is known as vulcanized 
fibre. Taking into consideration the fact 
that vulcanized fibre was known at least 
ten years ago, and has been spoken of 
variously at different times since as ap- 
plicable to divers uses, it is rather strange 
that our French contemporary should 
have only just become alive to the fact 
that such a product is inexistence. Prob- 
ably the Monzteur has forgotten all about 
it ; but it is funny, nevertheless. 


THE low tariff bill has failed, the 
House of Representatives refusing to go 
into committee of the whole for its 
consideration. This probably ends tariff 
legislation for this session, although it is 
announced that an effort will be made to 
call the bill up again on Tuesday next. 
It is just as well that the bill should have 
been disposed of in this way, for it gives 
place to other legislation which would 
have had to defer to a protracted debate 
in which all of the pros and cons of the 
tariff would have been ventilated. Only 
for this we would have preferred to see 
the bill discussed, amended, worked over 
and then killed with all of the anomalies 
likely to have been forced upon it.

Now that Germany has started a float- 
ing exhibition of her manufactured pro- 
ducts, the French have become inspired 
with the same idea, and their journals 
are urging the initiation of a distinctively 
French exhibition of a similar character 
to be carried out on a liberal plan. Za 
France says that it is necessary to hurry 
this up, as every day lost in perfecting 
it is at the cost of hundreds of thousands 
of francs to French producers. It may 
be that all countries will have to enter 


into competition by means of floating ex- 


hibitions, which move from port to port 
and country to country, giving different 
people opportunities to examine and study 
products which they might not otherwise 
obtain. 

BRITISH papers are discussing the value 
of different kinds of English manufactured 
products as compared with similar articles 
of American origin. The concession of 
certain contracts to American firms, and 
complaints that American goods lead in 
various markets of which Great Britain 
naturally expects to retain control, have 
been the exciting cause. Of course, we 
may expect that much dissatisfaction 
will result from American success and 
that every effort will be made to 
show that the loss of English prestige is 
not due to defects of manufacture or con- 
struction; but the fact remains that we 
are making sufficiently serious inroads on 
English trade to excite alarm and protest. 
Some of the English papers have not 
hesitated to point out why this success is 
attained, and urge the importance of 
adopting American models. The British 
consular reports, which, by the way, are 
more comprehensive and painstaking 
than formerly, confirm to a great extent all 
that has been said about the increasing 
demand for American and the consequent 
falling off in the sale of English products. 
It is quite evident that where our manu-

The World wants the price cut down 
and there is a scramble among the paper 
men. One man says that if he does not get 
the contract he will open fire and ‘‘ news paper 
will be very cheap.” 


And I guess that he has the ability to 
do what he says, provided he has the disposi- 
tion when the time comes. 


The Hera/d’s contracts, made two years 
ago, expire, one in July and the other in August. 
The paper for the Hera/d costs six and a quarter 
cents, and that for the 7¢e/egram six cents. 
This ought to give a chance for another 
scramble. 


Speaking of these large contracts re- 
minds me of the remark of a paper maker a 
few days ago, who ‘said, ‘“‘I concentrate my 
buying and distribute my selling.” That is a 
sound business maxim, and if it were more 
closely followed by paper makers there would 
be fewer business wrecks in the trade. 


He who makes a contract which takes 
the entire product of his mill must get the re- 
newal of the contract, or, failing in that, must 
be exceedingly nimble in looking up new 
business, 


A paper dealer in this town has two 
canaries, one of which he calls Wheeler and 
the other Wilson. When asked wherefore he 
gave them such peculiar appellations, he said,

David Van Nostrand, the well-known pub-

Many gave him 
orders for books, relying on his judgment, and 
finally, finding that his business was growing 
rapidly, he opened a store at Broadway and 
John street, a place which became a resort for 
military and professional men, and from 
which he issued many well-known military 
publications. At the close of the war he 
made specialties of scientific and foreign 
books, and in 1869 removed his business to its 
present location in Murray street. Four or 
five years ago his health began to fail, and for 
a year past he has been unable to actively at- 
tend to business. Mr. Van Nostrand had 
been an active member of thé Union League 
Club since its organization, and was also a 
member of the Century and St. Nicholas 
Clubs, He was twice married, and his second 
wife survives him. He leaves no children.

The Hampshire Paper Company continues 
to have a good run of business and is receiv- 
ing large orders.

The National Association of the Tarred Felt 
Paper Manufacturers met this week at the Reed 
Heuse, Erie, Pa., and formed a pool for one 
year. There were present M. Ehret, George

Horace W. Fowler and J. D. Fletcher, of New 
York, and A. F. Perry, of Cleveland, and 
proxies from other large cities. After July 
1 there will be a reduction for the ultimate 
benefit of the pool.

Washington Notes. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 


Wasuincton, D. C., June 17, 1886. 


The twenty-eighth week of the Forty- 
ninth Congress is nearing a close. To tell 
what has been done would require only a few 
lines, while the space necessary to describe 
what has not been done would fill every col- 
umn of so large an issue as THE PAPER TRADE 
Journat. Both parties in the House are 
cautious and timid lest some blunder be made, 
and each day as the session progresses is 
marked by political skirmishing, often leading 
into a sturdy battle of words, where the bitter 
taunt provokes the mad retort and where 
crimination and recrimination clash and roar 
about the Speaker's chair like the wild waves 
of a’storm-lashed sea. The puzzled Repre- 
sentative knows not what to do, and while 
he passes between the tellers recording his 
vote his heart is not in the work, for his soul 
is far away, sailing around the nominating 
convention of his native village, anxiously 
awaiting the first sign of his constituents’ smile 
and favor. When the roll was called last 
Saturday it was shown that 140 members were 
absent, not all out of the city, it is true, but if 
not absent in body the majority are surely 
absent in spirit. The Republican Senators 
have held one or two caucuses to map out a 
plan for getting rid of business, but as there is 
a hitch between the two parties nothing has 
been decided upon on that side of the Capitol, 
and it is said that the conference of Speaker 
Carlisle and his chairmen has come to naught, 
and that the Speaker has about despaired of 
making a smooth way for legislation through 
the crowded and turbulent House. Only one 
general appropriation bill has yet reached the 
President—the Indian bill. Five have passed 
both Houses and are now in dispute 
before conference committees, three are 
before Senate committees, while five. of 
the largest and most important have not yet 
passed the House, and it does not seem possi- 

le that the Legislative or Sundry Civil bills— 
the two providing the largest amount of money 
for carrying on the civil departments of the 
country—can be passed by the end of the fiscal 
year, the first of July next. The warm 
weather of the past week has set the legis- 
lators to thinking more seriously of getting 
away, but it is believed by many that it will 
not be possible to adjourn Congress before the 
latter part of July, and should the House vote 
to take up the Morrison bill it is not at all im- 
probable that a prolonged debate will extend 
the session into August or September. 

During the debate on the Legislative bill, 
Mr. Hiscock, of New York, made a statement 
as to the expenditures and estimated revenues 
of the government which are of some interest 
at this time. He said that the aggregate 
amount of appropriations, as the bills now 
stood, was $229,749,313. The amount carried 
by the Sundry Civil was $21,053,820; the De- 
ficiency bill would exceed $6,500,000, and the 
Fortification bill would amount to $725,000; 
the Naval bill would be $3,000,000; the mis- 
cellaneous appropriations would amount to 
$2,000,000, and there would be required to re- 
fund duties under the recent decision of the 
Supreme Court $10,000,000, the aggregate 
being $273,057,159. The estimated annual 
appropriations were $118,000,000, making a 
grand total of $391,968,154. The estimated 
receipts were only $330,000,000, while the pos- 
tal revenue would amount to $47,000,000, mak- 
ing an aggregate of $377,000,000, and leaving 
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! 
a deficit for the next fiscal year of over $14,- 
Mr. Randall replied that the figures | 


000,000. 
were not a surprise to him and he could in 
some degree account for them. He said there | 
was an increase of pensions of $15,750,000, 
and in the River and Harbor bill an increase of 
$15,250,000, making an agyregate of $31,- 


000,000. Mr. Morrison disputed the figures of 


Mr. Hiscock and said that they were unjust, as | 


there was plenty of money in the Treasury 
to-day to pay the $10,000,000 for the current 
year and in future years ; if the Tariff bill were 
passed with Mr. Hewitt's amendment attached, 
the $10,000,000 would be paid into the Treasury 
instead of being paid out. 

The tariff measure, 
been the absorbing topic among legislators for 
the past two weeks, 
quickly this afternoon, for the present at least. 
A vote was taken as to whether it should be 
considered at this time, and by a vote of 139 


it was laid aside. An almost solid Republican 
vote was cast againt the measure, and with the 
followers of Mr. Randall a majority of seven- 
teen swept away the hopes of the free-traders. 


This will probably settle the vexed question | 


for the first session of the Forty-ninth Con- 
gress, although Mr. Morrison says that he will 
call the bill up again next Tuesday. The 
members are anxious to get away from 
Washington before the hottest weather comes, 
and therefore it is reasonable to suppose that 
this desire on the part of many will influence 
their vote, particularly when it is remembered 


how much time will be consumed in debate | 


should the Morrison bill be brought before the 
House. If it were not so late in the session 
the tariff measure would undoubtedly be voted 


discussed. 

Yesterday the Senate and the House both 
did a fair day’s business. The Senate passed 
the Pension and the Military Academy bills, 
and after Senator Wilson gave his views in 
favor of increasing the postage on merchan- 


dise, the bill repealing the pre-emption, timber 


culture and land act was taken up. The 
House passed the Legislative bill, which is a 
big jump toward the end of the session. 

The fishery question was again brotght to | 
the front this week by a bill introduced by 
Senator Dawes to protect the freedom of com- 
mercial intercourse. It provides ‘‘ that when- 
ever the President shall be satisfied that 
American vessels are denied the privilege of 
purchasing supplies, bait or other commercial 
privilege in any port or ports of any foreign 
country, he may by proclamation prohibit the 
vessels of such foreign country, or ef any de- 
pendency thereof, from entering American 
ports or from exercising such commercial 
privileges therein as he may in such proclama- 
tion define ; any violation of the provisions of 
such prociamation shall leave the vessels so 
violating liable to seizure and confiscation.” 

By a vote of 42 tot the Senate has passed 
the Northern Pacific Forfeiture bill. The only 
vote cast against 1t was by Senator Blair, after 
his amendment granting the railroads which 
had acted in good faith five years more time 
was laid on the table. The bill as passed de- 
clares forfeited so much of the lands granted 
to that company as are coterminous with that 
part of its main line which extends from Wal- 
lula Junction to Portland, and that part of the 
Cascade branch which shall not have been 
completed at date of passage of this bill, and 
makes right of way in the Territories subject to 
taxation. Nothing in the act is to be con- 
strued to waive any right of the United States 
to forfeit any other lands granted to them for 
failure, past or future, to comply with the con- 
ditions of the grant. 

The proposed constitutional amendment 
touching the term of office of the President, 
offered in the Senate this week by Senator 
Hoar, was laid on the table. it provides that 
the term of office of the President and of the 
Fiftieth Congress shall continue until the last 
Tuesday of April, 1889, at noon ; the Senators 
whose term would expire March 4, 1889, 
shall continue in office until noon of the last 
Tuesday in April succeeding such expiration ; 
and the last Tuesday in April at noon shall 
thereafter be substituted for the 4th of March 
as the commencement and termination of the 
official term of the President, Vice-President, 
Senators and Representatives in Congress. 
This joint resolution will no doubt come up 
again at some future day and pass, as it should. 

The Senate Committee on Agriculture is 
daily listening to arguments against the pas- 
sage of the Oleomargarine bill. Professors 
Morton, of Hoboken, and Chandler, of New 
York, as chemists, said yesterday that oleomar- 
garine, butterine, &c., were chemically pure, 
wholesome and nutritious, having an advan- 
tage over ordinary butter, unless it was well 
made, standing the changes of climate better 
and being just as healthful toconsumers. To- 
day arguments are being heard to show the 
commercial and industrial value of oleomar- 
garine. Printed copies of these arguments 

will be distributed among the Senators when 
the bill comes up in the Senate. Apropos, 
statistics show that the export of dairy pro- 
ducts has greatly decreased during the past 
year.
